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FEAR 2,000 DEAD IN QUAKE 
Legislators Approve Townsend Plan By Majority Vote 


CONGRESS ASKED TO 


ORDER OUT ON FLOOR 


Bitter Debate Marks First 


Clash of Interest in 


Economy Session. 


The legislature adjourned at 12:23 p. m. 


Wednesday to meet Thursday at 10 a. m. 


By a vote of 25 to 16, the Nebraska legislature 


Wednesday endorsed a resolution memorializing the 
committee on ways and means at Washington to 
report the Townsend bill out on the floor for hearing. 
While proponents denied that their action constitutes 
endorsement of the Townsend plan, some of the op- 
ponents held that it amounted to just that. 
It is 


the Golden Rule in reverse. This legislature attempts 
to force a bill out from a congressional committee yet 
when these tactics are attempted here, serious oppo- 
sition results. 


The big blowoff came in the 


presence of packed galleries with 
Townsend advocates in the ma- 
jority. It came after submission, 
for 
introduction, 
of 
a * bill 
by 


Klaver, Craven and others provid- 
ing a new old age setup for Ne- 
braska. It specifies pension for all 
over 65 who do not have an in- 
come of $360 per year, of $30 per 
month, less 
earned 
income. 
It 


further provides that persons who 
have property worth less than 
$2,000 shall not have it deducted 
as income. It 
provides a new 


method of appeal from decisions 
of county boards, first court of 
appeal to be municipal or county 
court. 


Called Humiliation. 


An opponent of the resolution 


to memorialize was referred to by 
one opponent as "a humiliation 
against the state of Nebraska." 


The resolution asks the com- 


mittee on ways and means to 
promptly leport the Townsend bill 
to general file for floor 
debate. 


The plan as explained by Has- 
tings, Klaver, Herrick and other 
proponents, 
contemplates 
retire- 


ment of all persona who reach 
the age of 60 on annuities not to 
exceed $200 per month per per- 
son, revenue to be derived from 
a

Representative Sam 
Klaver of 


Omaha kept his promise Wednes- 
day by introducing a bill that 
seeks to guarantee to every Ne- 
braskan over 65 years of age $30 
a month less earned income, who 
have less than $360 a year income. 
Klaver says that the present plan 
starts at the bottom and works up 
to 530 a month, while'his goes in 
reverse. 
No amount shall be de- 


ducted if anyone 
has 
property 


worth less than $2,000, meaning 
the possession and occupancy of a 
modest home will not be counted 
against the applicant. 


The bill goes farther and re- 


peals the act which requires chil- 
dren to support their indigent par- 
ents, dismisses all investigations 
save as to amount of earned in- 
come, and provides for appeals to 
the courts from acts of boards that 
pass on applications.

perhaps by two-thirds as the only 
important work for the investi- 
gator will be to ascertain income.

veying the scene of a disastrous Chilean earthquake 
flew low over Chilian, 220 miles south of Santiago, 
and reported finding the city of 40,000 inhabitants 
"completely destroyed." 


The mayor of Concepcion sent a terse message 


to the government saying: "Situation most serious 
as a result of the earthquake. Unable to state num- 
ber of casualties but many hundreds, probably thou- 
sands. 
Require 
food, medical 
aid.

urgenf." 


SANTIAGO. Chile. (UP). South- 


ern Chile lay stricken by a violent 
earthquake which caused heavy 
luas of life and property destruc- 
tion.

Fears 2,000 Perished.

NEW YORK.— A constitutional 


amendment for a six-year presi- 
dential term, introduced recentlly 
in congress by Senator Burke and 
endorsed by the Women's National 
Democratic club, does not meet 
with popular approval and -prob- 
ably would not be ratified if put 
up to the people at this time, judg- 
ing by the results of a national 
survey of opinion just completed 
by the American Institute. 
The study finds that more than 


seven voters in every ten oppose 
the plan for a six-year term with 
no re-election, and there is no sub- 
stantial 
difference 
in 
attitude 


toward the question between dem- 
ocrats and republicans. The chief 
reason for the vote against the 
plan is expressed in one typical 
statement by a voter in Connecti- 
cut: "If a president is good we 
can have him for eight years; if 


„ he's bad he cart be out in four. So 


rvhy have six years?" 
The question put to a cross-sec- 


tion of voters in all states was: 
"Would you favor changing the 
term of office of the president of 
the United States to one six-year 
-term with no re-election?" 
The vote: Yes, 24 percent; no, 


76 percent. 


One interesting sidelight Is the 


present-day attitude of voter* in 
the south. 
At the time of the 


Civil war the constitution of the 
southern confederacy provided for 
a six-year term, and 
Jefferson 


Davis took office on that basis. 
Today, southern voters reached in 
the survey are seven to three 
against a six-year term. 
National opinion on the six-year 
term issue has been highly stable 
in recent years, for when the In- 
stitute conducted a survey on the 
same question in June, 1936, the 
vote was virtually the same as to- 
day. 
In both surveys democrats 
and republicans were more than 
70 percent opposed. 


In fact, nil tlM Institute's studies on the 
length of presidential terms point to pub- 
lic satisfaction w Ith the present system. 
Not only Is the six-year term opposed by

Brady conceded that the fig- 
ures might carry some meaning 
had the governor inserted "not to 
exceed." As for 
the estimates 
themselves, the chairman insisted, 
they carry no weight or financial 
authority.

Alcohol Blend. 


A subject which has interested 
Nebraska farmers for a number 
of years, compulsory moto* fuel 
blend featuring, in a small degree, 
agricultural products, was heard 
before a large audience in the old 
senate chamber before the com- 
mittee on agriculture. E. M. Neu- 
bauer chairman. The bill, L. B. 
No. 1. introduced by Frank Sor- 
rell, provides that after Jan. 1.

States. 


Theoretically the plan has long 
been supported. From a practical 
standpoint, however, doubt is ex- 
pressed.

Halm, of the Nebraska Petroleum 
industries, and Dr. Leo M. Chris- 
tensen, consulting chemical engi- 
neer formerly of the Iowa state 
college, took part. 


Exemption Bill Dies. 


While debate was in progress, 


another committee, revenue and 
taxation, Hugh Ashmore chair- 
man, put to death L.B. 6, by 
Charles Herrick, a blend tax ex- 
emption bill providing for reim- 
bursement of dealers of any part 
of the tax paid on alcohol blends 
used or sold for any purpose ex- 
cept in the operation of motor ve- 
hicles on highways. There are two 
or three bills along this line and 
the committee decided that the 
plan is not practical nor work- 
able. 


This committee • reported 
out 
L.B. 5, by Schultz and ten others, 
providing for a revaluation of all 
real estate in Nebraska in 1939 
and 1940 and every two years 
thereafter. 


Dr. Christensen said that a few 
years ago the farm leaders real- 
ized that an outlet for a half mil- 
lion bushels of corn was needed 
to take care of the surplus.

it would injure them. 
H. H. Hahn said his industry 


was not opposing the development 
of agrol; to the contrary, they are 
willing to sell anything in the 
way of fuel that their customers 
want to buy. He produced a set 
of figures which he said show that 
the agrol sales in Nebraska hit 
their peak in May of last year and 
had since declined. 


Asks State Herd Test. 


Chairman Behrens of the board 


of control asked the agriculture 
committee to sponsor a 
bill to 
make mandatory the 
testing of 
state herds of dairy 
cattle and 
stock cattle at the various state 
institutions. 


Behrens charged that Dr. J. S. 
Anderson, state veterinarian, al- 
ways said his men were too busy 
to teat the herds when it was re- 
quested by the board. 
The board of control has in-- 
vested heavily in good stock for 
the institutions and it has cost the 
board $6,000 or $7,000. according 
to Robert Bell, herd man for the 
board, for elimination of cattle 
affected with Bangs disease (con- 
tagious abortion).

STATE PEACE FORCES. 


The other day Lieut. Gov. Johnson. 


In an address to the Nebraska sheriffs 
and peace officers association, recom- 
mended a consolidation of the state 
sheriffs office and the highway patrol. 
He further recommended a strengthen- 
ing of the' identification bureau which 
is a part of the state sheriff's organiza- 
tion. 
He made the rather surprising 


statement that "the only valuable ser- 
vice rendered by the state law enforce- 
ment division during the last two years 
has been thru the department of crim- 
inal identification." 


Two years ago the legislature did not 


appropriate the usual amount of money 
for the maintenance of the identification 
bureau. Those familiar with the worlc 
of the state sheriff's office say that In 
almost every instance 
whore it has 


rendered the state service it has b**« 
at the request of other Nebraska peace 
officers. 


While 
approving a merger of the 


•tate sheriff's office and the highway 
patrol, the 
lieutenant 
governor ex- 


pressed some doubt as to the method 
of selecting patrol officers. 
He holds 


that it is largely a matter of men and 
that all men, even tho well trained, 
do not have the requisite peculiar apti- 
tude for that kind of work. While he 
favors giving general police powers to 
the highway patrol, he does feel that 
•election of men should depend largely 
on the aptitude of the applicant for tho 
work to be done. He told the associa- 
tion members that there Is a definite 
need for a small, well manned identifica- 
tion bureau to work with county of- 
ficers on major crimes, as well as on 
other crimes that require investigation 
across state lines. 


The views expressed by the lieuten- 


ant governor Indicated more than a 
casual study of the situation. 
In the 


present setup there is duplication of 
effort where effort might be consoli- 
dated. There ia unnecessary expense in 
the maintenance of two organizations. 
Some will not agree with the lieutenant 
governor in the matter of selection of 
men. 
Others will agree that aptitude 


for the work should be an all important 
consideration, and that the organlKd- 
tion should be kept out of politics by 
the use of the merit system, after Ihe 
men aie in the service. The Ideas ex- 
pressed are concurred In by a number 
of legislators. Because of discussion 
and agitation, it Is fairly certain that 
action will be taken eventually that will 
result In such a consolidation, and elim- 
ination of unnecessary expense. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


Surprising opposition to the match- 


ing of federal funds by the states has 
developed in Georgia. In contrast with 
the demand of the New England states 
in the flood zone which want money 
without strings, the Georgians are will- 
Ing to let the federal government keep 
the money and the strings. The demand 
there Is- for federal management of pen- 
sions. 


The movement in Georgia 
contem- 


plates putting pressure on congress and 
enlisting tho aid of other states in tho 
enterprise in an effort to force the fed- 


• eral government to take over the whole 


function of old age pensions. 
Georgia 


does not want to match dollars. The 
argument is that the present system 
penalizes the poorer states, since the 
federal government only matches the 
amount the state puts up. 


If Georgians backing this movement 


are anxious to give up all control of old 
age pensions, well and good. They are 
on the right track. 
But If the state 


hopes to retain some control or their 
distribution, the effort is misguided. 


Congress is not going to pay all the 


old age pensions and not have all the 
say as to the terms under which they 
are granted. Congress cannot do other- 
wise and still keep faith with the United 
• States as a whole. 


The present system may penalize per- 


•ona in poorer state*. 
But are they 


poorer or just mismanaged? Georgians 
forget, perhaps, that congress also, fixes 
a maximum. It will only match to 
certain and none too generous amount. 
Beyond that the state must supply all 
the funds. 
Congress will match up to 


$15 a month on the basis of need. If n 
•tate proposes to pay more than $30 It 
must supply $15 of the $30 and all over 
$30 a month that in paid. 
If a state 


propo*c« to pay on a basis other than 
of need, the federal government will not 
match funds In the non-needy cases. 
« The federal program WM deafened to 
•U mutate and to stwr the payment of 


old age pensions in the states. Control 
is largely a state matter. If Georgia 
expects to shake off all responsibility 
and all liability, it will have to sur- 
render control as well. Uncle Sam does 
business no other way. He cannot do 
otherwise. 


SrPKK GOVKKNMENTS. 


The trouble with commercial gam- 


bling in a big city is that it inevitably 
sets up a superior government. It is 
a government that sets at naught the 
government of the people. It inevitably 
creates a boss. It controls the person- 
nel of the people's government, and be- 
cause of that fact, the boas Is able to 
make the people's government pi otect 
his own. 


The other day Judge Reeves of the 


federal court, instructing a grand jury 
at Kansas City, discussed the gambling 
situation there 
The Interest of the 


federal government in this matter Is 
that of collecting income taxes. Fed- 
eral law hits the boss gambler much 
harder than it hits the man in a legiti- 
mate business. The man who has an 
income from gambling may not make 
deductions from that income to cover 
the cost of running his business. H!a 
business is illegitimate. His income is 
real. The income is assessed for income 
tax purposes on the gross amount. The 
court explained the reason. 
The gov- 


ernment can go to the man in a legiti- 
mate business and Inspect his books. 
The man in the gambling business, if 
he has books, hides them and his busi- 
ness is conducted in secret. The gam- 
bler who pays tribute to a political boss 
may not deduct that amount. 
The 


grand jury has been called to Investi- 
gate the incomes of Kansas City gam- 
blers. 


In discussing 
the 
situation 
there 


Judge Reeves read from an 
official 


federal government document that was 
recently submitted to the court, that 
the jury might get some Insight into 
the great losses sustained by the gov- 
ernment and the things that go on 
In 
a 
big city. The, document was^ 


the report of an investigator who had 
visited In person about 40 of the larger 
gambling clubs. 
The document indi- 


cated that a hundred different people 
connected with these gambling club* had 
told him that they could not run unless 
they paid tribute to the "big man" of 
:he town. 
They complained that the 


"big man" was continually Increasing 
the amount of tribute demanded. In in- 
stances It waa said that the amount fif 
money paid to the boss was a major 
percentage of the total take. None of 
the men with whom this Investigator 
:alked would appear In 
court. They 


made it plain that if it were known that 
they had talked, or if they should later 
appear in court, they would be taken 
for a ride and killed within 24 hours. 


So the federal government is Investi- 


gating the gambling situation In Kansas 
City. 
It fell to the lot of the federal 


government to prosecute and convict 
many persons who had taken part in 
election frauds in that city. 
Now It 


must deal with gambling, but it will not 
charge gamblers with gambling. 
It Is 


Investigating those who should pay and 
do not pay income taxes. The situation 
there Is reminiscent of the Chicago of 
Al Capone days. There the local goT- 
ernment v> as ineffective. 
The federal 


government got Al Capone on income 
tax charges, but city officials exercised 
no restraint over this gangster's doings 


So far as protecting the people of 


Kansas City from gambling nnd elec- 
tion frauds in ronceincd, it would appear 
uint local government there hns broken 
down. It cnnnot enforce its own laws. 
It cannot protect its own citizens. A 
government more remote, and less con- 
cerned with personalities and the power 
of local bosses, must be called in to do 
the job. 
•; 


A bitter fight has developed In the 


senate over the emergency relief appro- 
priation. The bill, when It arrived in the 
senate, called for the expenditure of 726 
millions, the house having cut 150 mil- 
lions from the presidential estimate of 
need. ^)n the f ioor of the senate, admin- 
istration spokesmen took up the cudgel 
In behalf of the presidential figure. A 
great deal of oratory has been Indulged 
In on behalf of the needy. In all this 
confusion some of the important points 
become hazy or lost entirely. Until the 
stales take back the problem of icUcl, if 
they evt-r do. the job Is t'nnt of the na- 
tion There is no question of relief or no 
relief. The only question concerns Ihe 
extent of need and the amount roquhcd 
to carry the needy thru 
to the 
next 


budgeting period. Economy comes after 
relief. Once the need is decided upon and 
the sum fixed, then the matter of gov- 
ernmental economy can be concentrated 
upon by nil persons dlicctly or Indirect- 
ly connected with the government. 


The new attorney 
general, Frank 


Murphy, promises to bo active, If noth- 
ing else He does not purpose sitting in 
an upholstered chair in his 
office 
in 


Washington and letting 
things 
I 


their course. He Is planning inspection 
trips which will take him Into many 
district offices anil he will find out for 
himself, personally and at first hand 
how the government's legal business Is 
being conducted. Tho country can use 
Murphy's energy and enthusiasm If It 1 
well directed. 


Japan says that the other nntions of 


the world have her all wrong. 
Japan 


proposes to keep the doors of China 
open. All this talk of closing the doors 
to China la idle speculation, say tho 
Japs. 
Of course, these doors may bo 


toll doors. They will be oprn if the price 
paid for service Is right. Japan thinks It 
only just that trade with Chin* should 
pay the cost of the Japanese conquest. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


Efforts are being made in the present 


legislature to see that public power dis- 


rts are made taxable. Co. Atty. 
A'le a few days ago in an 
opinion 


given to County Assessor Scott said 
.hat he believed that such districts are 
nubject to taxation and advised the as- 
)esor that in his opinion, the property 
of the districts should be placed upon 
the tax list. Mr. Towle however said 
that the question is not entirely free 
rom doubt It is a borderline case. It 
ippears probable that the legislature 
low in session can remove the doubt 
ibout this question by careful amend- 
nent of the existing laws, or by provld- 
_ng new laws to cover these districts. 
It seems to be the general opinion that 
they should be taxed. Mr. Towle said 
Lhat the law, found in the 1929 statutes, 
exempted 
governmental 
subdivisions, 


but he said he was not satisfied in his 
iwn numl that electric power lines of 
the nature of the ones in question, can 
be classified as political or govermental 
subdivisions. His opinion said that it ap- 
peared that senate Hie 310, under which 
such districts were organized, did not 
intend to exempt such districts, as the 
language of the statute contains the 
phrase 
"when 
all legal taxes and 


:harges are paid." 


In the written demand made by sev- 


eral taxpayers to the county assessor 
to place such property upon the tax rolls 
the attorney for these citizens took the 
position that as the language used in the 
statute applying to 
such districts 
Is 


"political subdivision" and not govern- 
mental subdivision, the districts should 
be assessed. His contention is that dis- 
tricts exercise no governmental 
func- 


tions and since they are not clothed with 
any governmental functions, and exer- 
cise only a proprietory 
or 
corporate 


function, they should be taxed. Assessor 
Scott, under the opinion of Co. Atty. 
Towle, has notified the districts to list 
their property in Lancaster county for 
taxation. If the districts decide to make 
a test case it will settle the question at 
to the present law. 


Municipalities in Nebraska have al- 


ways been jealous of their power to fix 
electric ratufl within their own borders. 
When they found that the hydros pro- 
posed to fix their own rates, a power 
the law now gives them in conjunction 
with the holders of securities, for those 
cities where they took over distribution 
systems from private companies, they 
rose in anfis. They went farther than 
protesting. They caused to be drawn a 
bill that would require private power 
companies to give ample notice of pro- 
posed sale to the hydros so that the 
city might exercise the right of con- 
demnation—give 
it 
first 
chance, 
In 


ihort—If it wants to own the system. 
Naturally the hydros are fighting this 
proposal. Without the cities as custom- 
TS they find financing difficult. 


Nebraska 
republicans, 
who 
them-

annual celebration. 
Kansas has se- 


cured Gov. Bricker of Ohio as the prin- 
cipal speaker for its celebration Jan. 30.

Out of the rather stormy session of 


the Nebraska fair managers, at which 
a great deal of criticism concerning the 
conduct of affairs in general and the 
state fair in particular, was indulged, 
much good should come. The fair man- 
agement should pay some heed to the 
complaints of patrons and exhibitors If 
the fair is to go on and on to a greater 
future. Those interested in the state fair

cussions of problems and policies that 
attended the meeting. 


Frank C. Phillips, Oklahoma oil mag- 


nate and native Nebraskan, who spoke 
at tho chamber of commerce Tuesday 
night, indicated appreciation of his na- 
tive state by a gift of 550,000 to be de- 
voted to educational work for boys in 
Nebraska. This money will be disbursed 
by the Phillips foundation, and it is un- 
derstood that it will be devoted largely 
to boy scout work and rural library ex- 
tension. The gift is a handsome one and 
is appreciated by Nebiaskans. 


In his address to the chamber Mr. 


Phillips 
discussed present industrial 


conditions. 
He 
held

"primed the pump" long enough 
and 


that it is now time to repair the pump 
and remove the shackles from industry. 
He regretted that private enterprise has 
been discouraged, nnd

round. As HtUe as two dollars will se- 


cure a field kit of the simplest type. 
Anyone who can read newspaper Eng- 
Ish and distinguish colors, may, in a 
matter of minutes, run the four princi- 
pal tests on a soil sample. 


The first and 
most 
important de- 


termination is whether & sell Is neutral, 
acid or alkaline. The other three pri- 
mary tests are for nitrogen/ phosphorus 
and potassium. 
These are the 
soil 


chemicals which are required in large 
quantity by growing plants. The objec- 
tive of a soil test Is to make certain 
they are present in sufficient quantity 
and in the balance required by the crop 
being produced. 


Each year gardeners and farmers 


ipend millions for "complete" fertilizers 
that contain a set ratio of the three 
principal plant foods—nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium. 
This gunshot 


implication of plant food may not have 
inough of one or too much of another 
chemical to supply the needs of the par- 
ticular crop. The soil test shows what 
is present and what is lacking, and the 
grower may buy only those chemicals 
needed to make his soil highly produc- 
tive. The possible economy is obvious, 
for the grower may now be paying out 
money needlessly for chemicals that are 
-.Iready present in his soil. 


DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Muscle Soreness, Glass Arm, 


Charleyhorse. 


One of the two causes of soreness In 


muscles after violent or unaccustomed 
exercise is actual rupture of muscle cell 
walls and exudation of blood and luinph. 
Soreness due to this cause persists until 
the tear or tears are healed In excep- 
tional instances the entire muscle may 
be torn ' from its attachment to the 
bone or from attachment to its tendon, 
by a sudden strain. Such an injury is 
called "charleyhorse." A charleyhorse 
usually makes a visible lump, or one 
which con be felt, and this takes a 
month or more to disappear, of course 
leaving some scar in the muscle which 
may impair its full elasticity perma- 
nently. 


Runners and jumpers fear "pulling" 


the hamstrings, that is, a rupture or 
tear of the 
muscles 
at 
junction of 


muscle 
and 
tendon. 
Ball 
players, 


especially pitchers, have to prepare the 
deltoid and the scapular or shoulder 
blade muscles carefully to prevent the 
occurrence of a similar rupture or tear 
In shoulder or arm, called "glass arm." 


The preparation to prevent such In- 


juries is commonly called "warming up" 
and Is actually a gradually increasing 
use of the muscles—a gradually Increas- 
ing exercise. The danger of rupture or 
tear of muscle fiber Is of course greatest 
when the muscle is suddenly strained 
when cold. 


"If 
anyone 
immediately 
after un- 


dressing," observed wise old Dr. Galen, 
two thousand years ago, "proceed to the 
more violent .movements before he has 
softened the whole body and thinned the 
excretions and opened the pores, he in- 
curs the danger of breaking or sprain- 
ing some of the solid parts, but if be- 
forehand the person exercising gradu- 
ally warms and softens the solids anil 
thins the fluids and expands the pores, 
he will run no risk of rupture or tear 
of muscle or tendon." Excuse the allu- 
sion to pores—remember, that was 2,000 
years ago 


Sweating has nothing to do with It. 


Sweating is merely an index of the de- 
gree of warming up, limbering, soften- 
ing—an effect of the increased metab- 
olism or the more rapid oxidation or 
combustion going on in the tissues. The 
sweating serves to cool the overheated 
tissues. It does not carry out any 
significant poison, acid, waste matter. 
Of course Increased muscular activity 
means 
Increased formation 
of waste 


matter, 
by-products of oxidation 
or 


combustion in the muscle, such as car- 
bon dioxide, water, lactic acid. But these 
waste products are carried away thru 
the circulation, and eliminated from the 
body thru the lungs and thru the kid- 
neys, not thru the skin. 


The other cause of muscle soreness 


is sucn --waste matter imperfectly re- 
moved thru the blood stream. One of 
tho characteristic 
effects 
of 
proper 


"training" is Increased efficiency pf the 
circualtion in the removal of this waste 
material. 
Athletes 
well trained are 


more or less immune to lameness or 
soreness after exercise.

DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON.—President Roosevelt 


has put his finger on one of the more or 
Jess obvious attempts that have been 
developing of late to checkmate the na- 
tional defense program by calling for a 
definition of foreign policy. 


Armament against what? This is the 


question which opponents of the nation- 
al defense policy laid down by army and 
navy experts are beginning to ask. And 
the administration is plainly unable to 
answer without producing the very in- 
ternational complications which- it is 
ought to avoid. 


For a definition of American foreign 


policy cannot be given, as the president 
explained to his press conference, 
in 


mch explicit terms as to lit every con- 
tingency. When Mr. Roosevelt said that 
American foreign policy was defined in 
1776, he meant, to be sure, that America 
believes in human liberty and will do 
everything in her power to protect that 
doctrine whenever it may be attacked 
and by whomever it may be assailed. 


This does not mean that the United 


States will enter a foreign war in de- 
fense of human liberty when attacked in 
foreign lands, but it does mean that, 
wherever American rights are invaded 
and the invasion appears to involve 
further danger to the liberties of the 
American people themselves, this will 
be a basis for the operation of our na- 
tional defense instrumentalities. 


But what defense Is adequate? 
The 


military and naval experts feel that, In 
a turbulent situation such as the world 
faces today, with 
technical 
improve- 


ments in the weapons of war, the United 
States cannot afford to lag behind. The 
opponents of the president's national de- 
fense program are starting to build a 
case on the ground that American de- 
fenses are adequate for all defense pur- 
poses within the realm of probability. 


A distinction should be dra\vnj| here 


between what might be called the po- 
litical and the non-political groups. The 
army and navy experts look at national 
defense problems In a practical, scientif- 
ic way. They are responsible for a de- 
tailed knowledge of what would be re- 
quired if the United States became en- 
tangled in a world war. They do not 
attempt to answer the question of 
whether a war is or is not likely In the 
next year or two or five. They merely 
say that, if war conies, America must 
be ready with certain weapons. 


The political groups, 
on the 
other 


hand, look at national defense thru sev- 
eral different kinds of eyeglasses. First 
is Mr. Roosevelt trying1 to use armament 
as a means of increasing employment 
and affecting the domestic economy ? 
Second, is the armament program an 
excuse for continuing to unbalance the 
budget? And, third, can the nation af- 
ford the expense 
and will a 'leaser 


amount of national 
defense be 
suffi- 


cient ? 


It is apparent already 
that, irres- 


pective of party lines, opposition to the 
proposed 
national 
defense 
program 


comes from those who have "been fight- 
ing the new deal the last few years, and 
from well meanixlg organizations whlcb 
have always fought increased expendi- 
ture for armament as being itself 
a 


temptation to become embroiled in war. 


Unquestionably, many letters are be- 


ing received by members of 
congress 


asking them to oppose the armament 
program, and not a few of these come 
from certain groups which feel friend- 
lier to nazi Germany than do the mem- 
bers of congress themselves. 
But 
th<: 


chief opposition at the moment comes 
from 
republicans, 
some 
of 
whom 


shrewdly assume no doubt that they will 
mobilize certain elements in the 
elec- 


torate of German 
and Italian 
origin. 


Basically, the^chief opposition is, on the 
other hand, from those 
who wish to 


block any Roosevelt policy, and those 
who sincerely fear that more spending 
will mean heavier taxation and further 
obstruction to recovery instead of stim- 
ulus. In other words, the armament pro- 
gram Is receiving some of the backfire 
that has been started against further 
spending proclivities here. 


On the general subject of adequacy 


or inadequacy of the national defense 
proposals, everybody is entitled to his 
own guess and interpretation. But the 
administration, possessed of all the con- 
fidential data as to what is happening 
abroad and what is being planned in 
Germany, Italy, Russia and Japan, can- 
not do any guessing. It has the complete 
responsibility for the protection of the 
American people. Back in 1916, Presi- 
dent Wilson went across the continent 
to urge the people in the middle west to 
support what was then a modest pro- 
gram o£ "preparedness." 


This correspondent accompanied him 


on that trip. Tne idea of American par- 
ticipation in the war was ridiculed by 
audiences and observers and the recep- 
tion given the president's speeches on 
this subject was cool, indeed. Even Mr. 
Wilson, who tried in 1916 to keep the 
nation out of war, found that Germany 
later interpreted our pacific mindednesa 
as justification for opening fire on any 
American ship traveling 
the Atlantic, 


whether or not It had war munitions or 
supplies aboard. 


When Germany announced that 
all 


ships flying any flag would be torpedoed 
without warning- and 
when American 


passenger vessels were thus attacked, 
tho president came to the conclusion 
that tho United States had to get off Lhi- 
seas Altogether and be 
prepared 
for 


further Invasion of rights 
nearer our 


shoies, or assort our traditional rights. 
And congress, by an overwhelming vote 
of both parties, agreed with him. Then, 
when war came, America spent many 
times more than was necessary In hur- 
ried expenditures for defense.

THE PUBLIC MIND. 


A Discutslon of Liberty and the 


Limitations Imposed by Civili- 
zation. 
LINCOLN—Some years 
ago— 
about 45— a book by Lieber on 
civil liberty very cautiously dis- 
cussed the meaning of liberty. He 
rather ^eft the subject open. The 
nations are still seeking to de- 
termine its confines. 
Th* wild horse of the prairies 
was free. No turn of rein or hold 
of halter or lash of whip or gouge 
of spur put him in the dominance 
of a master. But, when that mas- 
ter did control him, 
he had a 
plenty of grass and grain and a 
career 
of 
usefulness—usefulness 
in the march of civilization. The 
horse became free to achieve his 
nobility. His wildness was a wast- 
age. 


Likewise 
civilization 
imposes 
some limitation on the wildness of 
human desire. The 
intelligence, 
the busines acumen, the executive 
power of man should be used in 
the fair fields of 
human 
weal 
Man's true emancipation may be 
under the bridle. 


Now for the Red. Man's wild- 
ness has wrought a situation like 
this: Millions are unemployed and 
other millions are seeking higher 
wages. Many are miserably poor 
while others measure their salaries 
up to 5100,000. Many are homeless 
while others revel in wasteful lux- 
ury. Some of this measures the 
difference between providence and 
improvidence, but not all has such 
a cause. This has a part In our 
search for liberty. 


Equalization by the process of 
taxation means the prostitution of 
the human spirit. Real manhood 
demands a share in responsibility 
and a share m opportunity as well 
as in wealth. 


In this country 
we 
have 
a 
rather wild veffort to solve the 
problem that has little promise in 
it. But it is an effort, at least, and 
the voters support its leader. In 
Russia an effort is being made, 
but 111 association with such in- 
tolerance and atheism as to shock 
all civilization. In Germany and 
Italy- nazism and fascism 
at- 
tempt a solution, but in associa- 
tion with a despotism and cruelty 
such as the modern world 
had 


hoped never to see. 
Perhaps there is somewhat of 
merit in these European measures 
that we should adopt. Farmers 
need seasonable rains and some 
system of proportional crop pro- 
duction. Then they need to be let 
alone. The first is a matter" of 
weather, the second is their own 
problem and the last is within the 
province of our government 
There will be no solution of the 
problem of the idle and the home- 
less without some infringement on 
what we call liberty. Bigoted ?

Phillips Says Time to Stop 


Priming the Pump and 


Repair Damage. 


Cessation of government "pump 


pi iming," 
reduction 
of 
public 


debt and lifting of "restrictions" 
on industry would put the United 
States back on "the highroad to 
permanent prosperity," Frank C. 
Phillips, Oklahoma oil magnate, 
declared here Tuesday night. 


Phillips, a native Nebraskan now 


president of the Phillips Petroleum 
company, spoke at the annual din- 
ner of the chamber of commerce. 
Approximately 400 attended. 
The mult-millionaire oil man, in 


his call for governmental econ- 
omy, 
held up his native Nebraska, 


as the envy of every other state 
in the union. "The governors of 
other states and the new dealers 
down on the T"otomac might well 
come to Nebraska for a few point- 
ers on how to run a government," 
he added. 


Turning to the national scene, 


Phillips 
contended, 
"We 
have 


primed the pump long enough, now 
it is time to fix the pump by re- 
moving the shackles from indus- 
try, by encouraging 
rather than 


discouraging private enterprise. If 
our government will lay down the 
whip and cease its attacks upon 
business, if it will relax or amend 
our present restrictive taws and 
sit down around the table with 
industry in a friendly atmosphere 
of peace and harmony, then many 
of our present fears will be ban- 
ished, private capital will again 
flow into industry, business will be 
revived, 
unemployment 
reduced 


and purchasing power 
increased 


and we will be on the highroad to 
permanent recovery." 


Phillips, who was born in a 


Greeley county "soddy," humor- 
ously recalled that he might still 
be living in Nebraska "had it not 
been 
for 
the 
grasshoppers in 


1874." His father left, he re- 
counted, because he 
feared 
the 


hoppers would eat up the baby— 
Phillips. The insects had eaten all 
the crops and were finishing the 
fence posts "while the chinch bugs 
were rolling up the wire," Phillips 
quoted his father as relating. 


Following Phillips talk, Herbert 


F. McCulla,.incoming president of 
the chamber, was introduced after 
a review 
of 
the 
organization's 
1938 activities by Dana F. Cole, 
retiring president. 


Cole reported that the group 


showed a net operating profit, of 
$623 in 1938 against a net loss of 
$3,951 in 1937. With depreciation 
deducted, however, 
the chamber 


would still show a net 
loss of 


$2,950 against 
$7,528 (with 
de-

reciation) the previous year. Net 
icome, Cole said, was $50,376 in 
1938 against $45,102 for 1937.

There is all the dif- 
ference in the world between a. /reo 
raise and a courtesy raise. If this had 
been a case of North opening with 
one :>pade and East passing. South 
would have to bid two spades Cnot 
one no trump! J to give North another 
chance in case the opening bid was 
based on a near two bid. East's over- 
call, however, automatically extends 
this opportunity to North, hence 
South is relieved of obligation. If he 
volunteers a single raise North un- 
questionably will place him with at 
least one outside trick and, acting on 
that premise, might make all sorts of 
fatal rebids. Few bidding errors are 
more destructive to partnership con- 
fidence than iree raises and free take- 
outs which are stretched beyond all 
iemblance of logic.

Nearly every 
history^'of the world revolution 
displays the "central" one as a 
frontispiece. He worked at them 
n that small drawing office, still 
preserved intact for all the world 
;o visit, In No. 16. He worked at 
:hem with a number of colored 
inks and a sublime unconscious- 
new at the Immense possibilities 
of his scheming. The ink he spilt 
s still on the faded carpet; the 
wall is pockmarked by his draw- 
ng pins. Occasionally he smudged 
ils work or used an ink eraser 
untU he nearly perforated 
the 
aaper. Chlffan came and 
made 


suggestions almost daily. He was 
more than a little jealous of Bod- 
sham, but he had the generosity 
:o respect his quality and admit 
Us own limitations. His own in- 
:elllgence 
worked 
in 
brilliant 
flashes, but Bodisham'a went on, 
a steadfastly burning flame, inde- 
fatigable. Rud came to survey the 
developments, making sometimes 
a pithy comment and

The charts showed plainly the 


developing conception of the world 
revolution as It grew in the minds 
of its makers.

Sweep nway authoritarian ideas, 
delusions of superiority and ln-

was what you exposed. That was 
the true social contract. 


The party In its more general- 


ized form was little more than a 
ooaely organized propaganda for 
:he intensive reiteration of this 
one common sense idea, the idea 
;hat the world as a whole belongs 
;o every human being. Tho only 
[ustification for interference with 
.he free dominion of the individual 
was the common good. No claim 
of authority or of debt was valid 
beyond that controltng conaidera-

This was a fundamental con- 
cept of the movement, and it 
meant a 
continuous attack on 


everything that set up preferential 
distinctions and divisions among 
mankind, that is to say racial, na- 
tional, 
religious, 
sexual 
claims 


and assertions, and every sort of 
artificial 
advantage 
and 
privi- 


lege, all hereditary appropriations, 
inherited wealth or other prior- 
ities. It boldly and flatly denied 
the existence of any broad and es- 
sential differences in humanity 
sufficient to justify privilege, en- 
slavement or control. "No prenatal 
subjugation," 
was 
its 
leading 


phrase. "No prenatal debt. Other- 
wise men cannot be free." 


Elaborately B o d i s h a m was 


working out the implications of 
this proposition and applying them 
still more elaborately to the drift 
of world events. 


With this fundamental concep- 


tion, the new movement faced the 
world. This "fundamental concep- 
tion" was the outer ring of Bod- 
ishanVs diagrams. But so far it 
hardly went beyond what primi- 
tive Christianity, Islam, Anarch- 
ism, Rousseauism and all the pri- 
mary Leftisma, had said before it.

ample circle, however, the organ- 
izers of the new world found 
themselves against certain practi- 
cal realities, that so far had frus- 
trated every attempt to reduce

common sense, and they

frankness. 
"They just haven't been worked 


out," said Bodisham. "They just 
haven't been worked out." 


The chief of these practical dif- 
ficulties on the way to human 
unity was the fact that normal 
human beings are not by nature 
interested in public ^affairs. That 
has always been the little rift in 
the lute of sentimental democracy. 
Because man is noV instinctively 
political, aa the ant seems to be, 
all his collective operations have 
to be directed. 
Most human be- 
ings do not want to be bothered 
looking after their common inter- 
ests. They put the real stuff of 
their individual lives before the 
common weal as a matter of 
course. They may be educated or 
cowed into a practical respect for 
the common weal, but 
that is 
against the natural disposition of 
their hearts.

It's up or dowh, sink into obscur- 
ity or swim to glory for this is the 
lour Lewis has been waiting for 
since he first put on boxing gloves 
as a boy. 
Friends are friends and all that, 


but take it from Joe Louis friend- 
ship ceases when the bell clangs 
and a man in red gloves comes 
stalking out after his heavyweight 
championship. Joe would belt his 
own brother in that moment. 


Today the Brown Bomber held 


up two fingers—two 
sfgnificant 
qnpnt fingo^s—*o ^^l the world 


that he expected to crash Lewis 
to the canvas in the second round. 


A Job to Do. 


"I got a job to do and I'm going 


to do it fast," Louis said. "I aim 
to end it in the second." 


Plenty of people believed him. 


So many, in fact, that there was 
almost no betting on the outcome 
of the fight, and a man who liked 
Lewis' chances could almost name 
his own odds. Brisk business was 
being done on knockout bets. You 
could get even money on Louis to 
score a knockout inside of four 
rounds; 2 to 1 that Lewis will be 
counted out or the fight will be 
stopped before the ninth round, 
and 3 to 1 that Lewis does not 
come up for the 13th. 
The whoops of Joy that you 


heard were corning out of the 
mouth of old Jack Blackburn, the 
ring wise Negro whose job it is to 
bring Louis to a murderous, fight- 
ing peak of condition for these 
battles. 
"Chajjpie's punching sharp and 
hard," Blackburn said. "He's bet- 
ter right now than he was for that 
second Schmeling fight and you 
know what happened then." 


Max Goes Quickly. 


That was the night that Louis 


charged out of his corner and hit 
Schmeling with everything except 
the ring posts before the German 
could hardly get his gloves up. 


So everybody was feeling right 


sorry for Lewis, a nice fellow who 
found the financial pickings sparse 
when he was king of the light 
heavyweights and now has move"d 
i n t o the heavyweight pastures 
where the money grows lush and 
green. Everybody, that is, except 
Lewis himself, who was going 
calmly about his business. 


"I'll box him," Lewis said. "I'm 


not going in there with the idea of 
trying to knock him out. I want 
to win tljo decision, but if Joe 
leaves himself open I'll shoot for 
a knockout with all I've got."

thing—if Lewis loses Wednesday 
night he'll go down fighting, for 
he has plenty of heart.
